temperature It Is the custom of old 
residents o£ Jancsvlllc to hark 'back 
to the memorable winter of 1SSO-S1, 
even as In .that day thn winter ot 
1875 and 1842-3 were cited as 
the 


most: severe that had been known 
In southern Wisconsin. 
In many 


respects, however, 'the season In the 
eighties was 
generally 
acknow" 


lodged to have been the most severe 
of them all. Tho cold weather be- 
' gan early in November and on the 
21st of that month the thermometer 
stooj 10 degrees below zero in the 
morning. 
In December there were 


iilno days when It went below zero, 
the -coldest being the 28th. when tlio 
mercury marked 18 'below. 


Forty-two Below 


During tlio month of January 1881, 


there were twelve days in 
which 


the thermometer, stood below zero.
